Prohibiting a reporting agency for certain proposed public—private partnerships
from submitting a certain presolicitation report before a draft environmental
Impact statement that complies with the National Environmental Policy Act is
available; requiring the Department of Transportation and the Maryland
Transportation Authority to withdraw a certain presolicitation report;
prohibiting the resubmission of the report until a certain draft environmental
impact statement is adopted and a certain alternative is selected; etc.

Repealing certain provisions of law relating to a surviving spouse making an
election to take a certain share of the net estate of the decedent, instead of that
designated under the will, to ensure the surviving spouse is reasonably provided
for during the surviving spouse’s lifetime; providing that a surviving spouse
may take a certain elective share amount of a certain estate subject to election;

conditions are met; establishing a $90 fine for a violation of the Act; providing
that a violation of the Act is not a moving violation for purposes of assessing
points; etc.

Prohibiting a person from selling in the State a certain expanded polystyrene
food service product on or after January 1, 2020; prohibiting certain food
service businesses and certain schools from selling or providing food in certain
expanded polystyrene food service products on or after January 1, 2020;
requiring a county health department to impose penalties of up to $250 for
certain violations; requiring a county health department to notify the
Department of the Environment of certain violations; providing a certain
waiver; etc.

Requiring a public school student in elementary school to be provided a daily
program of physical activity totaling 150 minutes each week to include physical
education and developmentally appropriate, moderate—to—vigorous activity,
including recess; requiring that the program of physical activity for a certain
category of student be consistent with the student’s Individualized Education
Program; requiring public elementary schools to designate a physical activity
leadership team to plan and coordinate certain activities; etc.

INCOME TAX CREDIT — AGENCY SHOP FEES AND UNION DUES

Allowing an individual to claim a credit against the State income tax for certain
allowable union dues paid by the individual during the taxable year if the union
dues would have been allowed as a deduction under the Internal Revenue Code
for a taxable year beginning after December 31, 2016, but before January 1,
2018; providing for the calculation of the credit; making the credit refundable;
defining “allowable union dues”; applying the Act to taxable years beginning
after December 31, 2018, but before January 1, 2026; etc.

Prohibiting a person from causing the serious physical injury or death of a
vulnerable individual as a result of the person operating a vehicle in a careless
or distracted manner or in violation of any other rules of the road provisions of
the Maryland Vehicle Law; establishing that a person convicted of a violation
of the Act may be fined up to $2,000 and must appear in court and may not
prepay the fine; establishing additional penalties of participation in a motor
vehicle safety course and up to 150 hours of community service; etc.

INCOME OF CORRECTIONAL SERVICES, LAW ENFORCEMENT, OR

Increasing from $15,000 to $30,000 the maximum amount of a subtraction
modification under the State income tax of certain individuals for retirement
income attributable to employment as a correctional officer, a law enforcement
officer, or fire, rescue, or emergency services personnel; and applying the Act
to taxable years beginning after December 31, 2018.

than $10,000 per recipient; providing the scholarship be converted to a loan
under certain circumstances; allowing a subtraction modification for a certain
amount of interest paid on student loans; etc.
